One hand icap has been the d if­ 
ficu lty , so far, of d oing d amage to 
nazi su bmarine y ard s. Hitler has 
taken su ch carefu l precau tions to 
hou se his constru ction y ard s u n­ 
d er heav y concrete shed s th at he 
mu st hav e planned long ago to 
make 
the 
su bmarine 
his 
chief 
weapon in his effort to prev ent an 
allied v ictory . 
These massiv e concrete tu nnels, 
not only are well camou flaged , 
bu t are so heav ily bu ilt th at allied 
bombs can d o little d amage. Thu s 
su bmarine constru ction can pro­ 
ceed with ou t interru ption d u ring 
air raid s. 
Meanwhile, 
Hitler 
is concen­ 
trating materials, labor and ev ery ­ 
thing he has on lau nching su bma­ 
rines at terrific speed . In contrast, 
th e U. S. nav y has mov ed with 
snail-like pace in bu ild ing escort 
ships to combat su bmarines. 
Architect Gibbs To Rescue. 
At first the ad mirals were too 
intent on bu ild ing big battleships 


and it was a matter of choosing 
between heav y ships for offensiv e 
war, 
or 
light 
ships 
to 
d efend 
against su bmarines. This was a 
h ard d ecision. 
In ad d ition, the nav y had abou t 
nine d ifferent ty pes of escort v es­ 
sels on paper, and the ad mirals 
had d ifficu lty in making u p their 
mind s which were the best. An 
escort v essel is light, fast, more 
thinly armored than a d estroy er, 
bu t mu st be capable of cru ising 
long d istances. It is not an easy 
ship to d esign. 
Finally Charles 
Wilson, 
WPB 
d y namo, was brou ght to Wash­ 
ington partly to speed u p escort 
v essels. Bu t this was only last 
Au gu st. Wilson, to help the nav y 
make u p its mind , brou gh t Wil­ 
liam 
F. 
Gibbs, 
of 
the 
famou s 
nav al architectu ral firm of Gibbs 
and Cox , to Washington. 
Gibbs has now recommend ed a 
d esign not u nlike the British cor­ 
v ette, anoth er name for an escort 
v essel. 
Prod u ction 
of 
these 
is 
being ru shed . 
Meanwhile, it is no longer a 
military secret th at sinkings by 
U-boat* hav e reached their h igh ­ 
est peak so far. When news to 
this effect was fabled from Lon­ 
d on, giv ing the tonnage su nk as 


was officially d enied by Secretary 
of the Nav y Knox . 
Since 
then 
Lord 
Cranborne. 
British gov ernment lead er in the 
Hou se 
of 
Lord s, 
has 
officially 
stated th at since allied land ing in 
Africa sinkings by U-boats had 
achiev ed th eir highest rate. Lord 
Cranborne also warned that the 
rate was increasing and the peak 
probably had not been reached . 
Presu mably th e American pu b­ 
lic is to d ecid e which to believ e 
—Lord Cranborne ’ or 
Secretary 
Knox . 
Note: Wh« *n the u nd er secretary 
of nav y complained to Senator 
Brewster 
of 
Maine 
that 
the 
American pu blic was not awake, 
Brewster replied : “How can they 
be when the army and nav y keep 
them in a state of ignorance re­ 
gard ing the military situ ation?” 
Subs Leav e Atla ntic Coast. 
One fav orable phase of the su b­ 
marine situ ation is along the At­ 
lantic coast of the U. S A., which 


is becoming almost as d angerou s 
a h u nting grou nd for su bs as the 
waters arou nd England . 
This is becau se of the nav y ’s 
recent speed ed -u p prod u ction of 
patrol 
ships, 
which 
police 
the 
coast, 
These ships, smaller than 
escort v essels, are not bu ilt for 
trans-Atlantic crossings, bu t are 
d oing a 
v ery 
effectiv e 
job 
at 
home. 
Another effectiv e factor is the 
blimp, whkrh can hov er ov er an 
enemy su b, 
d rop d epth 
bombs 
more easily than a plane, and 
stay 
in the area 
u ntil 
su rface 
ships arriv e. 
A blimp can ev en 
listen for su bs, as well as sight 
them. 
Th e nav y also has ad opted the 
policy 
of arming 
to the 
teeth 
ev ery kind of ship in Atlantic 
waters, 
especially 
with 
d epth 
charges. The policy is to let the 
nazis know that wh enev er su bs 
attack any kind of ship they will 


find a sting in its tail. 
This policy seems to be working 
along the Atlantic coast, thou gh 
its su ccess may be d u e in part to 
the fact th at African waters now 
prov id e better pickings, with a 
sh orter trip back to Germany .

Ousted Doctor Can 
Apply For License, 
Atty. General Rules 


There is no prov ision in the law 
for the reinstatem ent of a doctor 
once his license has been rev oked, 
the attorney general has inform ed 
Dr. C. A. Selby, director of the 
state health departm ent. 
“ It would not follow , how ev er,” 
says the opinion, “ that a properly 
qualified person, ev en though his 
license had been rev oked m ight 
not make application for a new 
license, and if he w ere able to 
meet all the required tests, in ­ 
cluding 
that 
of

moral 
character, a new license could be 
issued to him .” 
The conditions surrounding the 
rev ocation of the license should be 
taken into consideration, says the 
attorney geenral’s office. 
Dr. Selby asked specifically for 
a ruling to cov er the case of an 
osteopath, w hose license w as re­ 
v oked som e time ago, and who 
had 
r e q u e s ted reinstatem ent. 
How ev er, A ssistant Attorney G en­ 
eral Echv in Vail explained that it 
would apply to any doctor making 
a sim ilar request.

o f E, L. D rew ing’s alw ays interesting letters to the edito r, even 
tho ugh we may no t alw ays agree to his co nclusio ns. 
Fo r ex am ple, 
w here he says: “ I am either to o m o dest o r to o co w ardly to ask fo r 
the jo b” (o f handling “Old Cuss H itler” ). I sho uld say Mr, Drewing 
is no t at all co w ardly; and as to his m o desty, I am rem inded cf 
so m ething I read so m ewhere that “ lack o f mo desty is lack o f sense;” 
and certainly Mr. Drewing do es no t lack sense. 
As to his interpretatio n o f Senato r N o rris’ statem ent o f peace 
aim s after the w ar, that it is inferio r to the Wo o dro w Wilso n peace, 
I am in do ubt. 
The W ilso nian theo ry o f self-determ inism seems 
equitable and just; but its applicatio n to the A ustro -H ungarian 
m o narchy did no t pro ve quite so just and equitable in practice. 
Still, o nly by trial and erro r can we learn. 
With the ex ceptio n o f 
a po rtio n o f Russia and the British Isles, H itler no w co ntro ls Euro pe, 
It is no t ex actly a “United States o f Euro pe,” but is a large step 
in that directio n. Napo leo n Bo naparte o nce acco m plished nearly the 
same thing—and failed, fo r the sam e reaso n that H itler m ust fail 
ultim ately: The fo rce k no wn as “natio nalism ” w ill be to o stro ng. 
No w, natio nalism must no t be po nfo unded w ith “race.” 
Our o wn 
U. S, A. is a go o d ex am ple; and so is Russia. 
Here we have, let us 
say, citizens o f pro bably fo rty different races; yet in no co untry la 
natio nalism stro nger—lo ve o f the co untry and faith in dem o cracy. 
Many languages are spo k en, but o fficially w hat H. E. Menck en calls 
the “A m erican” language serves this natio n o f m any and mix ed races. 
Let us say that “natio nality” refers to the place w here o ne was 
bo rn o r grew to m anho o d o r wo manho o d, o r was “naturalized.” And 
that “race” refers to the blo o dstream inherited fro m o ne’s parents, 
grandparents and m o re rem o te ancesto rs. 
If we co unt back tw enty 
generatio ns, say abo ut o ne tho usand years (o r less) o ne has mo re 
than a m illio n ancesto rs.
